Response to Arguments 

1 . The rejection of claims 44-54, 60-70 and 76-86 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Farnier (US 4.103,051) in view of Krogh et al. (US 6,169,064) Is 
withdrawn in light of Applicants arguments and upon entry of the Examiner's ' 
Amendment below. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 10/03/2003. These drawings are acceptlble. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Support for the amendment can be found in the original claims and Applicants 
specification (US 2004/006481 1 ) paragraph [0014]. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
The claims: 

In claim 44, line 3, delete "(a) Applying an effective amount of a branched chain 
amine to the surface of the article, wherein the branched chain amine is selected 
from the group consisting of aliphatic amines, alkyi amines, and aliphatic substituted 
cyclic amines, and wherein the amine contains between 8 and 14 carbon atoms; (b) 
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Heating the article;" and replace with -(a) Applying an effective amount of a 
branched chain amine to the surface of the article, wherein the branched chain 
amine is selected from the group consisting of lsodecyloxypropyl-1 ,3- 
diaminopropane. lsododecyloxypropyl-1 .3-diaminopropane, lsotridecyloxypropyl-1 ,3- 
diaminopropane; (b) Heating the article whereby a reaction product is formed;-. 

In claim 60, line 3, delete "(a) Applying an effective amount of a branched chain 
amine to the surface of the article, wherein the branched chain amine is selected 
from the group consisting of aliphatic amines, alkyi amines, and aliphatic substituted 
cyclic amines, and wherein the amine contains between 8 and 14 carbon atoms; (b) 
Heating the article" and replace with -(a) Applying an effective amount of a 
branched chain amine to the surface of the article, wherein the branched chain 
amine is selected from the group consisting of lsodecyloxypropyl-1 ,3- 
diaminopropane, lsododecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-diaminopropane, lsotridecyloxypropyl-1 ,3- 
diaminopropane; (b) Heating the article whereby a reaction product is formed-. 

In claim 76, line 3, delete "(a) Applying an effective amount of a branched chain 
amine to the surface of the article, wherein the branched chain amine is selected 
from the group consisting of aliphatic amines, alkyI amines, and aliphatic substituted 
cyclic amines, and wherein the amine contains between 8 and 14 carbon atoms; (b) 
Heating the article" and replace with -(a) Applying an effective amount of a 
branched chain amine to the surface of the article, wherein the branched chain 
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amine is selected from the group consisting of lsodecyloxypropyl-1 ,3- 
diaminopropane, lsododecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-diaminopropane, lsotridecyloxypropyl-1 ,3- 
diaminopropane; (b) IHeating tlie article whereby a reaction product is formed-. 

Claims 47-49, 54. 63-65, 70. 79-81 and 86 are cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
5. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 44, 
50-53, 60, 66-69, 76, 82-85, renumbered 1-15, are allowable over the prior art of record. 
The Examiner's Amendment and the amendment and arguments filed by the applicant's 
are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. 

The most pertinent prior art is Fanner (US 4,103,051) and Krogh et al. (US 
6,1 69,064). However, Farmer does not teach or suggest modifying a textile article with 
the claimed branched chain amine selected from the group consisting of 
lsodecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-diaminopropane, lsododecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-diaminopropane and 
isotridecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-diaminopropane. Krogh et al. teach the utility of the claimed 
branched chain amines in a surfactant composition. However, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have been motivated to combine the teachings of Farmer with that of 
Krogh et al. to arrive at the claimed substituted hydrolysable polymer chemically 
incorporated into a textile article because Krogh et al. are drawn to surfactant cleaning 
compositions which do not chemically modify a textile to form a reaction product. 

Applicant has shown on record in the examples that the branched chain amines 
selected from the group consisting of lsodecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-dlaminopropane. 
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Isododecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-cliaminopropane and lsotridecyloxypropyl-1 ,3-diaminopropane 
demonstrate unexpected and unobvious results when compared to chemical 
modification with aliphatic amines such as n-Coco-1 ,3-propanediamine. Accordingly, 
the instant claims are deemed allowable.
